What  is  the  board  of  regents? 
How  many  of  you,  students — espe¬ 
cially  those  who  are  freshmen— 
really  know?  I  didn’t  either  when 
I  got  my  assignment  for  this  issue 
of  the  Trumpet.  I'm  not  sure 
whether  the  editorial  staff  of  the 
Trumpet  did  or  not.  At  any  rate 
the  editor  said,  "You  had  better 
go  and  find  out  definitely  and 
tell  the  rest  of  us  just  what  this 
mysterious  board  is  and  how  they 
affect  our  lives." 

So  I  stopped  in  at  the  college 
office  one  morning,  and  President 
Braulick  cleared  the  whole  mat¬ 
ter  up  for  me. 

It  seems  that  the  board  of  re¬ 
gents  is  composed  of  regular  hu¬ 
man  beings,  such  as  those  we 
meet  every  day,  who  are  elected 
at  the  general  conventions  of  the 
American  Lutheran.  Church.  This 
board  consists  of  seven  members 
of  which  two  are  elected  each 
year  for  a  six-year  term. 

They  work  in  conjunction  with 
the  Christian  Board  of  Higher  Ed¬ 
ucation.  They  approve  all  action 
of  the  college  administration,  and 
they  also  approve  the  very  curri¬ 
culum  under  which  we  study 
Other  duties  and  responsibilities 
consist  of  electing  teachers,  set¬ 
ting  salaries,  and  looking  after  the' 
upkeep  of  the  buildings. 

The  president  or  the  board  ofj 
regents  is  Rev.  C.  Langholz,  who, 
gave  us  an  excellent  address  in 
convocation  last  semester.  He  is 
employed  in  the  Lutheran  Book 
Concern  in  Columbus,  Ohio. 

When  not  in  session,  the  board 
of  regents  does  its  work  through] 
an  executive  committee  of  three 
members:  Rev.  W.  J.  Adix,  pastor 
at  Guttenberg,  Iowa;  Mr.  P.  J 
Neubauer,  qf  Oelwein,  Iowa;  and 
Mr.-  George,  Rausch  of  Waterloo, 
Iowa.  Rev.  Adix  is  the  president 
of  this  committee. 

The  other  members  of  the 
board  of  regents  are  Mr.  Kurt 
Augustine  of  Eau  Clair,  Wiscon¬ 
sin;  Rev.  G.  Krebs,  pastor  at  Dav¬ 
enport,  Iowa:  and  Rev.  C.  Decker 
of  Sterling,  Nebraska. 

The  board  of  regents,  which 
usually  meets  twice  during  the 
school  year,  will  be  here  again 
commencement. 


It  is  a  well-known  fact  that  less 
than  fifty  percent  of  the  students 
eating  on  the  campus  appeal-  regu¬ 
larly  for  breakfast.  Perhaps  the 
greatest  disadvantage  of  this  pro¬ 
cedure  is  the  breakdown  of  the 
health  of  students  Who  do  not  eat 
three  meals  every  day.  Our  rigor¬ 
ous  college  routine  demands  en¬ 
ergy,  and  to  get  energy  we  must 
have  food.  A  candy  bar  and  ; 
cigarette  do  not  sufficie.  We  must 
eat  regularly  and  have  a  balanced 
diet  if  we  are  to  do  our  best  work 

Another  disadvantage  is  the 
fact  that  we  are  throwing  away 
money  every  time  we  miss  a  meal 
We  “gripe”  when  somebody  ask-s 
us  to  loan  him  two  bits;  we  holler 
when  somebody  “mooches"  v 
stamp;  and  we  are  moved  to  tears 
when  we  don’t  get  our  '’money's 
worth"  out  of  a  show.  Yet  morn¬ 
ing  after  morning  we  lie  in  bed 
until  ten  minutes  until  eight,  and 
each  week  we  donate  a  hundred 
dollars  to  the  college  treasury. 

The  fact  that  the  college  treasury 
can  use  an  extra  hundred  dollars 
every  week  doesn't  enter  into  the 
problem,  but  the  fact  that  half  of 
the  campus  residents  could  use  a 
hundred  dollars  worth  of  break¬ 
fasts  a  week  makes  the  situation 
a  deplorable  one.
